followed with a caveat: Air 
quality will improve only 
marginally in the next 10 years, 
then grow steadily worse as 
population and motor vehicle 
growth outstrip all high-tech 
controls. 

The regular ARB meeting 
came two weeks after the U S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency threatened to halt major 
construction projects and 
highway funding in Southern 
California and other urban areas 
that will fail to meet a federal 
Dec. 31 deadline for providing 
clean, healthy air. 

ARB officials reacted angrily 
to the sanctions threat and 
claimed it is a political wedge 
being driven at Congress as it 
battles to renew the Clean Air 
Act. 


Meanwhile, EPA Administrator 
Lee Thomas confirmed last week 
that sanctions will likely be 
imposed in the Southland and 
five California cities. 





Thomas’ announcement added 
to the urgency of the ARB 
meeting and made it a forum for 
daunting news. 


“‘No other area (in the nation) 
has as severe a problem (with 
ozone) as Southern California,” 
said Gary Honcoop, an ARB 
technician. 


Ozone, acolorless, irritating 
chemical that forms as auto and 
factory pollution mix in the 
sunlight over the Southland, 
impairs breathing and can lead 
to respiratory diseases. 

Soot — ‘particulate matter” 
to regulators — lends smog its 
brownish pallor and obstructs 
visibility at Ontario International 
Airport an average of 60 percent 
of the time, according to the 
ARB. 

Future projections of ozone 
“indicate they will decrease only 
slightly,” Hancoop said.

Despite angry protests from 
bus drivers, the Etiwanda School 
District board voted last week to 
lay off the drivers and contract 
with an outside bus company. 
The six drivers will be offered 
jobs with Dorsey Bus Co., but 
face a cut in pay if they accept. 
The move will save the district 
about $30,000 next year and 
means new, safer buses for the 
hildren, district officials said. 

The three-year contract has 
he district paying $106.30 for 
each bus per day, for four hours 
and 50 miles, Superintendent 
arleton Lightfoot said. The 
service will cost the district 
$134,000 in operating costs next 
school year, he said. 

Without the service, the 
district would have had to buy 
fix new buses at $45,000 apiece 
over the next three years, in 
Weeddition to operating costs, 
ightfoot said. 

The savings meant that the 
Histrict had to put good business 
ense over personal loyalties, a 
board member said. 


“Our intent was not to hurt 
anybody,” board President Jerry 
Bredlau said. “‘It’s not easy, but 
if we’re going to save 30,000 
bucks, we’re going to save 
30,000 bucks.” 

But Dorsey, headquartered in 
Corvallis, Ore., will be offering 
the drivers only $6 to $7 an hour, 
a spokesman said. 

That means a drop in pay for 
five of the six drivers, who earn 
$5.68 to $9.63 an hour with the 
district. 

“You Say our jobs are secure. 
But it’s like a slap in the face 
because you’re asking us to take 
a pay cut,” driver Shirley Foster 
said. 

Foster, the district’s only van 
driver, will be the only one to get 
a raise — aminimum of 32 cents 
an hour. 

“| wouldn’t be getting sick 
leave. | wouldn’t be getting paid 
holidays like | have now. | 
wouldn’t be getting a raise,” she 
concluded. 

Linda Mason told the board 
she’s been driving 14 years for 
the district, accumulating 117 
sick days she had expected to

be paid for at her retirement in 
two years. One of her co-workers 
estimated that she would lose 
about $6,000 if she took the job 
with Dorsey. 

“Should | think about 
transferring to another district 
just to retire and keep my 
benefits?” she asked the board. 

Some parents at the meeting 
worried that the bus drivers 
would leave to keep their 
salaries and benefits as they are. 

“It’s avery nice feeling to 
know that people that we know 
are driving our kids to and from 
school,” said parent Jeff Young, 
explaining that the drivers live in 
Etiwanda. 

Young said he prefered having 
the district hire the drivers 
through the Oregon company.
